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Giffords able 
to stand up as 
she readies 
for rehab

TUCSON, Ariz. - Less than 
two weeks after surviving 
a bullet through the brain, 
Rep. Gabrielle Giffords 
stood up and looked out 
the window of her hospital 
room Wednesday as she 
prepares to move to Houston 
to begin an arduous journey 
of intensive mental and 
physical rehabilitation. 
Hospital spokeswoman Janet 
Stark said Giffords was able 
to stand on her feet with 
assistance from medical 
staff Wednesday in another 
significant milestone in her 
recovery. The next step is 
extensive rehabilitation in 
which she will have to relearn 
how to think and plan. It’s 
unclear if she is able to speak 
or how well she can see. And 
while she is moving both 
arms and legs, it’s uncertain 
how much strength she has 
on her right side. 

Her swift transition from 
an intensive care unit to a 
rehab center is based on the 
latest research, which shows 
the sooner rehab starts, the 
better patients recover.

Tunisia calms as govt rejects aid guard

TUNIS, Tunisia (AP) — Tunisia’s new 
government said it has freed all the 
country’s political prisoners and also 
moved to track down assets stashed 
overseas by its deposed president and 
his widely disliked family. 

Tensions on the streets appeared to be 
calming Wednesday as the administration 
tried to show it was distancing itself 
from the old guard. 

Hundreds of protesters led a rally in 
central Tunis demanding that former 
allies of deposed President Zine El 


Abidine Ben Ali stop clinging to power. 
Later, about 30 youths in the capital 
broke a curfew and set up camp near 
the heavily guarded Interior Ministry, 
bringing mats, food and water for an 
overnight sit-in. Police didn’t bother 
them. 

In recent days, police had fired tear gas 
and clubbed protesters. 

The U.N. said more than 100 people 
have died in the unrest that surrounded 
Ben Ali’s ouster. 

He fled to Saudi Arabia on Friday after 
23 years in power, and a caretaker 
government is now struggling to calm 


this moderate Muslim nation on the 
Mediterranean Sea, popular among 
European tourists and seen as an ally in 
the West’s fight against terrorism. 

Some 33 members of Ben Ali’s family 
have so far been taken into custody 
while trying to leave the country, as was 
the Senate president, national TV said. 
Ben Ali’s longtime prime minister, 
Mohamed Ghannouchi, kept his post and 
is trying to convince Tunisians a new era 
has arrived — even if the composition of 
the interim government has many faces 
from the old guard.

Giffords ’ family hopes to move 
the Arizona congresswoman 
on Friday to TIRR Memorial 
Hermann hospital in Houston, 
where her husband lives and 
works as an astronaut. The 
exact day of the move will 
depend on her health. 

“I am extremely hopeful at the 
signs of recovery that my wife 
has made since the shooting,” 
Mark Kelly said in a statement 
released by Giffords’ 


congressional office. The staff 
at University Medical Center 
in Tucson “has stabilized her 
to the point of being ready 
to move to the rehabilitation 
phase.” Dr. John Holcomb, 
retired Army colonel and a 
trauma surgeon at the Houston 
hospital, praised the care 
she received in Tucson and 
said Giffords would “move 
quickly toward a tailored and 
comprehensive rehab plan.” 
Giffords was shot in the 
forehead Jan. 8 while meeting 


with constituents outside a 
grocery store in Tucson. She 
remains in serious condition. 
Her recovery has amazed 
her family and impressed 
her doctors, who say she is 
improving every day. 

Over the weekend, Giffords 
was weaned off the ventilator 
and had her breathing tube 
replaced with a tracheotomy 
tube in her windpipe. Doctors 
also inserted a feeding tube to 
boost her calorie intake and 
repaired her right eye socket, 
which was damaged by the 
bullet. Since being taken off 
sedation, Giffords has been 
alert and opening her eyes 
more often. She also started 
rigorous physical therapy, 
dangling her legs over her 
bedside to exercise her 
muscles and sitting in a chair 
for periods at a time. Kelly 
told ABC in an interview that 
she gave him a neck rub. 

Still, the extent of her injuries 
and long-term prognosis won’t 
be known for some time. 

The gunman shot 18 other 
people, killing six and 
wounding 12. All survivors 
have been released from 
hospitals, and doctors say the 



hospital is now no longer the 
best place for Giffords. 

“When she’s medically stable, 
there’s really no reason to 
keep her there,” where she 
could get infections and other 
complications long known 
to plague patients with long 
hospital stays, said Dr. Steve 
Williams, rehab chief at 
Boston Medical Center and 
the Boston University School 
of Medicine. 

“Over the last five to 10 years, 
there has been a big push 
to getting patients rapidly 
to rehab,” because research 
shows they recover faster 
and better the earlier therapy 
starts, he said. 

Giffords will likely be moved 
to Houston by Medevac jet, 
Williams said, and there is 
little risk of a brain injury 
from flying. Since part of her 
skull has been removed, there 
is less pressure on the brain, 
and there has been no problem 
with swelling during her 
recovery. During rehab, she 
will probably wear a helmet. 
Once she arrives in Houston, 
doctors will do a complete 
assessment of what Giffords 
can and cannot do, said Dr. 


Reid Thompson, neurosurgery 
chief at Vanderbilt University 
in Nashville. 

“The rehab is going to be 
pretty intense for her, both 
cognitively and physically,” 
because she’ll need to recover 
frontal lobe functions, 
Thompson said. “She’s going 
to have to relearn how to 
think, plan, organize.” 

A penetrating brain injury 
like a bullet wound leaves 
a specific path of damage. 
Giffords’ wound path appears 
to be below the motor cortex, 
which controls movement, 
but may include an area 
controlling speech, Williams 
said. He is not involved in 
Giffords’ care and based his 
comments on diagrams and 
reports of her injury that have 
been made public so far. 

“One of the questions is 
whether she’ll be able to 
speak,” Williams said. 
Giffords has a breathing tube 
now, and even if this impedes 
her speech, she might be able 
to mouth words. 

“That would be a good 
indication that she at least 
is able to express herself,” 
Williams said. □

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With Obama, Hu cancedes China’s rights need help

WASHINGTON - In a 
rare concession on a highly 
sensitive issue, Chinese 
President Hu Jintao used 
his White House visit on 
Wednesday to acknowledge 
“a lot still needs to be done” 
to improve human rights in his 
nation accused of repressing 
its people. President Barack 
Obama pushed China to adopt 
fundamental freedoms but 
assured Hu the U.S. considers 
the communist nation a friend 
and vital economic partner. 
Hu’s comments met with 
immediate skepticism from 
human rights advocates, who 
dismissed them as words 
backed by no real history 
of action. Hu contended his 
country has “made enormous 
progress” but provided no 
specifics. 

Still, his remarks seemed to 
hearten and surprise U.S. 
officials, coming during an 
elaborate visit that centered 
on boosting trade and trust 
between the world’s two 
largest economies. 

More broadly, Hu and 
Obama sought to show off a 
more mature and respectful 
relationship, not the one often 
defined by disputes over 
currency, sovereignty and 
freedoms. 

Hu said he wanted even closer 
contact with Obama; Obama 
sought again to embrace 


China’s rise, and the two 
men shared some unexpected 
laughs. 

The Chinese president was 
treated lavishly, granted the 
honor of the third state dinner 
of Obama’s presidency. He 
was welcomed in the morning 
to the sounds of military bands 
and the smiles of children 
on the South Lawn; he was 
capping the evening at a black- 
tie White House gala of jazz 
musicians and all-American 
food. 

Eager to show progress, 
particularly with the 
unemployment weighing 
down his country, Obama said 
the nations sealed business 
deals that would mean $45 
billion in U.S. exports and 
create roughly 235,000 jobs. 
The package included moves 
by China to expand U.S. 
investment and curtail theft of 
intellectual property. 

China’s human rights record 
is poor and worsening, 
with abuses ranging from 
censorship to illegal detention 
of dissidents to executions 
without due process, according 
to the U.S. government. In a 
packed news conference — 
one designed to underscore 
the freedom of speech on 
Obama’s home turf — Hu was 
pressed to defend his country’s 
treatment of its people. He 
initially did not answer, saying 
he never heard the question 
translated, although the White 


House said that it was. 

When prodded a second time, 
Hu defended his country’s 
promotion of human rights. 
But then he added that China 
is enduring challenges as 
it develops and “a lot still 
needs to be done in China in 
terms of human rights.” He 
said China stood to gain from 
other countries’ input, saying: 
“We’re also willing to learn.” 
For his part, Obama had 
to find a balance, standing 
up for freedoms while not 
overstepping Hu during the 
uncommon honor of a state 
visit. Obama said his nation’s 
relationship with China is 
bettering the world’s economy 
and security, and that it cannot 
stop over “tension” about 
human rights fairness. 
Pressing for a more cautious 
long view, Obama said: “I 
want to suggest that there has 
been an evolution in China 
over the last 30 years since 
the first normalization over 
relations between the United 
States and China. And my 
expectation is that, 30 years 
from now, we will have seen 
further evolution.” 

Laced in their comments, 
however, were reminders that 
no amount of cooperation 
would trump each country’s 
core interests. 

Charles Freeman, a China 
expert at the Center for 
Strategic and International 
Studies, said that Hu’s

comments on human rights 
were a minor concession 
to U.S. concerns. “They 
have learned over the years 
that throwing a bone to 
the Americans is a pretty 
good way to shut them up,” 
Freeman said. 

Sophie Richardson, Asia 
advocacy director for Human 
Rights Watch, said China had 
issued similar rhetoric before 
but that it added up to little 
more than a public relations 
exercise. 

Earlier, as Hu’s visit was just 
beginning, Obama was blunt 
about human rights.” History 
shows that societies are more 
harmonious, nations are more 
successful, and the world is 
more just when the rights and 
responsibilities of all nations 
and all people are upheld,” he 


said. 

White House officials said 
Hu, privately to Obama, 
expressed the same sentiment 
about China’s need to do 
more on human rights. They 
expressed surprise that Hu 
made the statement publicly 
and while overseas. Chinese 
leaders have typically argued 
that how the country handles 
human rights is an internal 
matter. 

In private, Obama specifically 
inquired about the case of 
Nobel Peace Prize winner Liu 
Xiaobo, a jailed dissident who 
was prevented from attending 
the Dec. 10 prize ceremony 
in the Norwegian capital. 
Obama, who himself won the 
prize last year, did not mention 
Liu in his public comments on 
Wednesday. □ 


Philadelphia abortion doctor charged with murder 


PHILADELPHIA 
Prosecutors charged a 
Philadelphia abortion doctor 
with murder on Wednesday, 
claiming he killed viable 
babies by cutting their spinal 
cords with scissors after 
removing them from mothers 
late in their pregnancies. 
Philadelphia District Attorney 
Seth Williams charged Dr. 
Kermit Gosnell and nine 
associates with seven counts 
of murder involving babies, 
but said hundreds of others 
likely died in the squalid clinic 
that Gosnell ran from 1979 to 
2010 . 

The defendants face first- 
degree murder in the cases of 
seven babies for which there is 
substantial evidence, Williams 
said. The babies were bom 


alive and viable, he said. 

“My comprehension of 

the English language 

can’t adequately describe 

the barbaric nature of Dr. 
Gosnell,” Williams said at a 
news conference. 

Williams said he may seek the 
death penalty for Gosnell, 69, 
who with his associates was 
arrested on Wednesday. 
Gosnell was charged 
with murder, infanticide, 

conspiracy, abortion at 24 or 
more weeks and other charges. 
Pennsylvania law prohibits 
abortion after 24 weeks except 
to save the life of the mother 
or avoid serious health risk to 
her. 

The doctor committed murder 
under the law, the prosecutor 
said at a news conference. 


“I am aware that abortion is 
a hot-button topic,” he said. 
“But as district attorney, my 
job is to carry out the law. 

“A doctor who cuts into the 
necks severing the spinal 
cords of living, breathing 
babies, who would survive 
with proper medical attention, 
is committing murder under 
the law,” he said. 

Women who came to the clinic 
were given medication to 
induce delivery, and the viable 
babies were killed by Gosnell 
and his associates, Williams 
said. 

He said Gosnell’s clients, 
many of whom were poor, 
were charged $325 for a 
first-trimester abortion and 
between $1,625 and $3,000 
for an illegal abortion after 24 


weeks. 

Gosnell also faces a charge 
of third-degree murder, 
stemming from the death of 
a mother who died from an 
overdose of anesthetics, he 
said. 

The charges follow a year-long 
investigation by a grand jury, 
whose report was unveiled on 
Wednesday. The report read, 
in part: “Although no one 
could place an exact number 
on the instances, Gosnell’s 
staff testified that killing 
large, late-term babies who 
had been observed breathing 
and moving was a regular 
occurrence.” 

Prosecutors said the state 
Health Department was 
informed of violations at 
Gosnell’s clinic as early as 



1996 but failed to respond 
and did not visit the clinic 
until February 2010 when 
it was raided during a drug 
investigation. 

The health department did 
not immediately respond to a 
request for comment. 

The other defendants face 
charges including murder, 
conspiracy, racketeering and 
perjury. Q 
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Attorney in sex-abuse cases meases list of accused priests

The list includes 18 names 
from the Archdiocese of 
Boston not previously tracked 
by BishopAccountability.org, 
a Massachusetts-based group 
that maintains a database of 
accused priests nationwide. 
Most of the names on 
Garabedian’s list are located 
in the Boston area. The priest 
sex abuse scandal, which has 
rocked the Roman Catholic 
church worldwide, first 
erupted in Boston nearly a 
decade ago. 

“It’s very important to 
victims that the truth be told 
and releasing the names of 


pedophile priests is telling 
the truth,” Garabedian said 
ahead of a news conference 
with a number of abuse 
survivors and members of 
BishopAccountability.org 
Asked to respond to release 
of the list, the Archdiocese of 
Boston said in a statement it 
is committed to the protection 
of children and ensuring that 
“the sexual abuse crisis is 
never repeated.” 

“We remain committed to 
augmenting our present policy 
in the area of disclosing 
additional information about 
credibly accused clergy,” the 
statement said. 

“We continue to evaluate the 
complexities of this initiative, 


especially those associated 
with disclosing information 
relating to deceased priests 
or those accused of a crime, 
whose guilt or innocence has 
not been established, and the 
serious due process concerns 
this presents,” it said. 

The attorney said he has 
represented more than 750 
victims against the 117 
members of the list. 
BishopAccountability.org 
currently tracks about 3,200 
names of accused priests 
compiled over several years 
from news reports and public 
documents, said founder 
and co-director Terence 
McKiernan. □ 


Ghlesl admits “crossing the line” in Galleon case 


NEW YORK - A key defendant in the Galleon 
hedge fund insider trading case pleaded guilty to 
criminal charges on Wednesday, tearfully admitting 
to “crossing the line” by leaking information on 
stocks including IBM and Advanced Micro Devices 
Inc. 

Danielle Chiesi, a former trader with New Castle 
Funds LLC, was arrested on the same day in 
October 2009 as Galleon hedge fund founder Raj 
Rajaratnam after the government secretly recorded 
telephone conversations between them and others 
in a long-running probe of the industry. 

“I am deeply ashamed by what I did,” Chiesi said 
during a 30-minute plea proceeding in U.S. District 
Court in New York. 

“By crossing the line on those occasions, I ruined 
a 20-year career in my field and brought disrepute 


to what was an honorable profession,” said Chiesi, 
45, who was dressed in a dark pants suit and white 
blouse. 

She added, “I apologize to the court and I take full 
responsibility.” 

Sri Lankan-born Rajaratnam has pleaded not guilty 
in a case that federal prosecutors in New York 
describe as the biggest probe of insider trading at 
hedge funds in the United States. The long-running 
probe also marked the most extensive use of 
wiretaps in a white-collar criminal case, authorities 
said. 

Chiesi could serve up to four years in prison under 
the terms of a plea agreement. Her lawyer, Alan 
Kaufman, said outside the courtroom that Chiesi 
had not agreed to cooperate with the government 
in the Galleon probe and that prosecutors had not 


asked her to. 

Chiesi told the judge that in 2008 and early 2009 she 
had nonpublic material information on IBM Corp, 
Advanced Micro Devices and Sun Microsystems 
that she shared with her boss at New Castle, who 
was Mark Kurland, and other people in the hedge 
fund industry. 

Chiesi, who cried as her mother, sister and two 
nieces watched the proceeding from the public 
benches, also told the judge that “this guilty plea 
causes me great pain.” 

She admitted to three counts of conspiracy to 
commit securities fraud before U.S. District Judge 
Richard Holwell. The same judge is presiding 
over the criminal trial of Rajaratnam starting on 
February 28.

Rabbi warns Alabama governor 
over brotherhood comment 



BIRMINGHAM - A 
prominent Alabama rabbi 
warned new state Governor 
Robert Bentley on Wednesday 
against using religion as a 
wedge after Bentley said only 
Christians who were saved 
were his brothers and sisters. 
Bentley, a Republican, said 
in a speech the day of his 
inauguration on Monday that 
people who were not saved 
were not his brothers or sisters 
because they did not share the 
same “Daddy”, a reference to 
God. 

Bentley was speaking in honor 
of slain civil rights leader 
Martin Luther King at the 
church in the state capital from 
which King led the celebrated 


Montgomery bus boycott that 
in 1955 launched the era’s 
crusade against segregation. 
“It is very important that the 
Governor is a uniting force 
and does not use religion as a 
wedge to divide Alabamians,” 
said Rabbi Jonathan Miller 
of the Temple Emanu-El, 
in Birmingham, the state’s 
largest city. 

“We were troubled by his 
remarks and the sentiments 
they presented,” Miller 
told Reuters, adding that 
he had sent Bentley a letter 
“explaining my concerns and 
to introduce him to the Jewish 
community in Birmingham.” 
“I appealed to him not to 
divide us,” he said. 


Bentley was due to issue a 
statement on the matter later 
on Wednesday, aides said. 
Political analysts said state 
leaders had worked for 
years to overcome the state’s 
reputation for intolerance 
gained because of official 
opposition to civil rights, and 
they said they feared Bentley’s 
remarks could help revive that 
image. 

In remarks quoted by the 
BirminghamNews newspaper, 
Bentley said: “I was elected as 
a Republican candidate. But 
once I became governor. I 
became the governor of all the 
people. I intend to live up to 
that. I am color blind.” 

“There may be some people 


here today who do not have 
living within them the Holy 
Spirit,” he said. 

“But if you have been adopted 
in God’s family like I have 
and if you’re saved and the 
Holy Spirit lives within you 
just like the Holy Spirit lives 
within me, then you know 
what that makes? It makes 
you and me brothers. And it 


makes you and me brother and 
sister,” he said. 

“If we don’t have the same 
daddy, we’re not brothers 
and sisters. So anybody here 
today who has not accepted 
Jesus Christ as their savior, 
I’m telling you, you’re not 
my brother and you’re not my 
sister, and I want to be your 
brother,” he said. □

WASHINGTON - Swiftly 
honoring a campaign 
pledge, newly empowered 
Republicans pushed 

legislation to repeal the 
nation’s year-old health care 
overhaul through the House 
Wednesday night, brushing 
aside implacable opposition 
in the Senate and a veto 
threat from President Barack 
Obama. 

The 245-189 vote was largely 
along party lines, and cleared 
the way for the second phase 
of the “repeal and replace” 
promise that victorious 
Republicans made to the 
voters last fall. GOP officials 
said that in the coming months, 
congressional committees 
will propose changes to the 
existing legislation, calling for 
elimination of a requirement 
for individuals to purchase 
coverage, for example, and 
recommending curbs on 
medical malpractice lawsuits. 
Republicans also intend to try 
to reverse many of the changes 
Democrats made to Medicare 
Advantage, the private 
alternative to the traditional 
government-run health care 
program for seniors. 

Like the repeal bill itself, 
these other measures will 
require Senate approval and a 
presidential signature to take 
effect, and the prospect is for 
months of maneuvering on 
the issue. 

Debate across two days 
leading to the vote was 
markedly restrained, as 
lawmakers in both political 
parties observed self-imposed 
vows of civility in the wake 
of the shooting rampage in 


Arizona that left six dead 
and Rep. Gabrielle Giffords 
wounded. 

But there was no mistaking 
the significance many first- 
term Republican lawmakers 
attached to a day they had long 
waited for, finally getting a 
chance to speak and then vote 
on the House floor against a 
law they had campaigned for 
months to repeal. 

Rep. Jeff Duncan, R-S.C. 
said the legislation produced 
by Obama and congressional 
Democrats was a “job-killing, 
socialistic” approach to health 
care. Rep. Frank Guinta of 
New Hampshire, who defeated 
a Democratic incumbent last 
fall, said it was misguided, 
needing repeal. 

“The American people have 
soundly, soundly rejected 
the Democrats’ government 


takeover of health care,” said 
Rep. Sandy Adams of Florida. 
Rep. Steve Southerland, 
also of Florida, said the 
law imposes a crushing tax 
burden on businesses, and 
he predicted “1.6 million 
jobs will be lost by 2014 due 
to this mandate” to require 
many businesses to provide 
coverage for employees. 

Both Floridians won their seats 
by turning out Democratic 
incumbents. 

“This is not symbolic. 
This is why we were sent 
here,” added Rep. Michelle 
Bachman, of Minnesota, a 
third-term conservative with 
strong support among tea 
party activists. 

On the short end of the 
vote, Democrats challenged 
Republican claims and 
highlighted politically popular

elements of the bill that would 
be wiped out if repeal took 
effect. 

Rep. Jim Moran, D-Va., 
accused some Republicans 
of “the height of hypocrisy” 
by voting to repeal a vast 
expansion of health care at the 
same time they had signed up 
for coverage for their families 
through a government- 
organized program available 
to lawmakers. 

Rep. Frank Pallone, D-N.J., 
said that despite claims 
of employment loss, the 
economy had added jobs in 
each of the past 10 months. 

In one of the most animated 
speeches of two days of 
debate, Rep. George Miller, 
D-Calif., said repeal would 
return power to insurance 
companies. “Has anybody, any 
family in America, any single 


mother, any spouse, any child, 
any grandparent met a more 
bureaucratic system than the 
American health insurance 
system? There is no more 
bureaucratic system.” 

Three Democrats voted with 
Republicans on the repeal 
measure: Dan Boren of 
Oklahoma, Mike McIntyre 
of North Carolina and Mike 
Ross of Arkansas. 

Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid has said the legislation 
will not see the light of day 
there, but the GOP leader, 
Sen. Mitch McConnell of 
Kentucky, said bluntly, “I 
assure you we will” have a 
vote on it. 

The law faces another 
challenge, well beyond the 
reach of Obama’s veto pen. 
More than half the states have 
filed suits against it, and while 
some judges have upheld 
the legislation, one recently 
ruled it was unconstitutional 
to require individuals to 
purchase insurance. The 
Supreme Court is widely 
expected to have the final 
word. 

The Obama administration 
has made a major effort in 
recent days to emphasize parts 
of the bill that have met with 
public approval, including 
one that permits children to 
age 26 to remain on their 
parents’ policies if they do 
not have on-the-job coverage 
of their own. Democrats also 
argue that repeal would short- 
circuit other changes yet to 
take effect, including a ban 
on the insurance industry’s 
practice of denying coverage 
or charging sharply higher 
premiums on the basis of a pre¬ 
existing medical condition.^ 
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U.S. study hopes to increase school efficiency 


have particularly hurt school 
districts because they often 
depend on property taxes for 
their income. 

The decimation of local 
budgets has raised the 
question of budget reform 
and cutting, and education has 
been a primary target. 


Many reforms and budget 
cuts have focused on teachers. 
But authors of the study 
hope that the research might 
expand the conversation 
to include all inefficient 
spending in districts, whether 
in teaching or administration 
or operations. □ 


WASHINGTON - Payrolls will grow in almost 
all U.S. metropolitan areas this year, but the 
gains will be slight, according to a forecast 
from IHS Global Insight, Inc. released by the 
U.S. Conference of Mayors on Wednesday. 

The report found that 88 percent of the 
country’s metropolitan areas, 319 in total, will 
see employment growth this year, and in 2012 
all metro areas will see some job gains. 

But in 150 metro areas, employment will 
increase by less than 1 percent. 

By the end of 2011, 156 metropolitan areas 
will have unemployment rates of 9 percent or 
higher, while 30 areas will have unemployment 
rates of 6 percent or below. 

The mayors group will meet this week with 
members of Congress and President Barack 
Obama to press for more job creation, said 
its president, Mayor Elizabeth Kautz of 
Burnsville, Minnesota. 

“Ladies and gentlemen, it is all about jobs,” 


she told reporters. “We need to make sure we 
put in place an infrastructure, an economic 
infrastructure, that helps our people get 
retrained for jobs of the 21st century.” 

Two years ago, the mayors pressed the federal 
government to create an economic stimulus 
plan that would put the unemployed back to 
work quickly on capital works and road projects 
and would help city and state governments 
sidestep layoffs. This year, the 230 mayors in 
the Conference are instead looking to attract 
private and foreign investment and cut spending 
in order to drag down unemployment rates. 
Currently, the national unemployment rate is 
9.4 percent. As the economy recovers from the 
recession that officially ended in the summer 
of 2009, job markets in different states have 
varied widely. Likewise, employment in some 
metropolitan areas, which are larger than 
cities, has bounced back more quickly than in 
others. □

PSYCHOLOGICAL IMPACT 

Duke University law professor Samuel Buell, a former lead 
prosecutor in the U.S. Justice Department’s Enron task 
force, said Chiesi’s plea the 16th out of 24 charged in the 
Galleon case was unlikely to have a major impact on the trial 
strategies of remaining defendants. 

“It might have a mild psychological effect on the defendants 
themselves,” said Buell. “They may think Chiesi had 
thought she was able to beat this case, and now changed her 
mind, so that might cause other defendants to second-guess 
themselves.” 

The judge said Chiesi signed a plea agreement that includes 
prison sentence guidelines of 37 to 46 months. 

Prosecutors alleged after her October 16,2009, arrest that she 
made about $4 million in illegal profits, but on Wednesday, 
her lawyer said she did not trade for her own account and that 
her eventual forfeiture would be “a very, very low number.” 
Kaufman, of Kelley Drye & Warren LLP, said in a statement 
that Chiesi passed on confidential information to Kurland, 
her boss at Castle. Kurland “authorized trades for the hedge 
fund. She did not trade for her own account,” Kaufman said. 
Sentencing was set for May 13. 

Chiesi was set to go on trial on April 25. She could have faced 
a maximum possible sentence of 25 years imprisonment if 
she had gone to trial on charges of conspiracy and securities 
fraud. 

Kurland pleaded guilty and he was the first Wall Street 
executive to be sentenced in the sprawling probe on May 21 
last year when Judge Victor Marrero ordered him imprisoned 
for 27 months. 

Chiesi had an affair with Robert Moffat, a former IBM Corp 
executive charged in the case, according to court records. 
Moffat gave her tips in August and September 2008 about 
IBM’s licensing of a deal involving AMD, details of IBM 
server sales and also earnings information about Lenovo 
Group Ltd while he was a nonvoting board member. 

Moffat is serving a six-month prison sentence after pleading 
guilty. 

The case is USA v Raj Rajaratnam and Danielle Chiesi, U.S. 
District Court for the Southern District of New York, No. 
09-01184.□ 



WASHINGTON - At a time 
when U.S. school districts face 
tighter budgets, schools may 
be able to get better results 
if they increase productivity, 
according to a new study. 

But achieving an increase 
in education efficiency may 
require spending less on 
administration and more on 
teaching. 

The Return on Educational 
Investment study, conducted 
by the Center for American 
Progress, assesses around 
9,000 school districts across 
the nation in terms of student 
achievement as seen on 
reading and math proficiency 
tests versus spending. 

It also evaluates to what degree 
improving efficiency would 
increase student achievement. 
“In education, we think about 
achievement on one side and 
spending on the other,” said 


Ulrich Boser, the lead author 
of the study and a senior fellow 
at the Center for American 
Progress. “We need to start 
looking at them together.” 
Researchers did not make a 
list ranking the most efficient 
schools but instead created an 
online database that allows 
comparison of districts by 
each state, and some major 
metropolitan districts by 
national standards. 

The study “highlights district 
variation (in efficiency),” 
said John Podesta, president 
and CEO of the Center for 
American Progress. “So 
hopefully, people will start 
scratching their heads and try 
to figure out what’s going on.” 
Boser stressed that the 
researchers are not suggesting 
districts should be spending 
less or reforms should be 
purely those like vouchers 


which add market-like 
elements to education. 

“The goal should be how 
do we get more for what we 
spend,” Boser said. 

The year-long study used 2008 
spending data from the school 
districts and achievement 
data from the New American 
Loundation for the same year 
to reach their findings, while 
factoring in differences such 
as cost of living and student 
poverty. 

The study also showed the 
impact of social disparities. 
Poor students defined as those 
qualifying for extra subsidies 
in the federal school lunch 
program are 12 percent more 
likely to be in the country’s 
least-productive districts. 
Minorities are twice as likely 
to be enrolled in a least- 
productive district.

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Creationists have gotten clever, but 
there’s still no debate over evolution 
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Oakland, Calif. - As 2011 gets 
under way, those who care 
about the integrity of science 
education are bracing for the 
latest round of state legislation 
aimed at undermining the 
teaching of evolution in the 
public schools. 

Every year, a host of these 
bills are filed across the 
country. In 2008, one was 
passed in Louisiana, despite 
protests from scientists and 
educators. In Oklahoma, State 
Senator Josh Brecheen has 
vowed to introduce a bill in 
the coming legislative session 
that requires schools to teach 
“all the facts” on the so-called 
fallacies of evolution. 

The tactics of creationists 
have evolved since 1925, 
when Tennessee. 

Butler Act forbade the 
teaching of evolution, and 
high school biology teacher 
John Scopes was put on trial 
for doing so. (Creationists 
believe that God created the 
physical universe and all 
organisms according to the 
account in Genesis, denying 
the evolution of species.) 

But creationists’ tactics have 
also evolved since 2005, 
when a federal court in 
Pennsylvania established that 
teaching intelligent design 
(ID) in public schools is 
unconstitutional. 

The judge in the case ruled, 
“ID is not science” and derives 
instead from “religious 
strategies that evolved from 
earlier forms of creationism.” 
(Intelligent design holds 
that “certain features of 
the universe and of living 
things are best explained 
by an intelligent cause, 
not an undirected process 
such as natural selection.”) 
The favored strategy of 
intelligent design proponents 
and creationists now is to try 
to undermine the teaching 
of evolution by arguing 
that a€ceevidence against 
evolution. 

Religion doesn’t belong in 
public schools, but debate over 
Darwinian evolution does 
The new strategy is craftier 
but just as bogus. 

No debate on evolutionDespite 
the constant claims of 
creationists to the contrary, 


there simply is no debate 
among scientists about the 
validity of evolution. If you 
search research journals and 
attend scientific conferences, it 
becomes readily apparent that 
while there are controversies 
over the details of evolution, 
there is no controversy about 
the basic fact that living 
things have descended with 
modification from a common 
ancestry. 

Scientists argue how evolution 
happened, not whether 
evolution happened. 

This doesn’t stop creationists 
from imagining they can 
conjure a debate by repeating 
the claim that there is evidence 
against evolution. Intelligent 
design advocates claim 
they aren’t asking public 
schools to teach creationism, 
just the “scientific debate 
over Darwinian evolution.” 
The problem, again, is that 
there is no debate to teach. 
The National Academy 
of Sciences, the nation’s 
most prestigious scientific 
organization, emphasizes, 
“There is no scientific 
controversy about the basic 
facts of evolution.” 

If there were credible scientific 
evidence against evolution, 
scientists would be the first to 
discover it, the first to publish it 
in peer-reviewed journals, and 
the first to debate its validity 
and importance. After all, 
discovering credible scientific 
evidence against evolution 
would be a revolutionary 
accomplishment, worthy of 
a Nobel Prize. That’s why 
accusations from creationists 
and intelligent design 
advocates that scientists 
are conspiring to suppress 
evidence against evolution 
are, to put it mildly, silly, 
pagebreak 

Creationists are cutting in 
lineBecause scientists are 
not debating evolution, it 
is wrong to teach students 
otherwise. In public school 
science classes and textbooks, 
the basic methods and results 
of the mainstream scientific 
consensus are presented not 
untested fringe ideas, not 
speculations, but information 
fully supported by evidence. 
By demanding to cut in line, 


creationists ask to bypass the 
normal process of verifying 
scientific claims. They try 
to misuse public resources 
to foist their scientifically 
unwarranted denial of 
evolution on a captive student 
audience, and to force their 
culture war into America’s 
classrooms. 

What creationists regard 
as “scientific evidence” 
against evolution is really a 
collection of debunked claims 
circulating and persisting 
like urban legends. For 
example, from the Scopes 
era to today, creationists 
have eagerly cited the so- 
called Cambrian explosion, a 
10-million-year period about 
530 million years ago when 
fossils record a blossoming 
of animal life. Creationists 
claim that the standard model 
of evolutionary change is 
incapable of explaining how 
so many new kinds of animals 
could have flourished so 
quickly. 

As Mr. Brecheen, the 
Oklahoma state senator, 
recently garbled it, “The main 
fallacy with Darwinian theory 
is the sudden appearance 
at about 540 million years 
[ago] of fossil records.” (In 
fact, the earliest fossils were 
formed about three billion 
years earlier than that.) The 
Cambrian explosion, he wrote, 
“debunks the tree of life” a 
view not shared by practicing 
paleontologists. 

Selective quotes from 
real scientistsLacking any 
substantive evidence to 
make their case, creationists 
offer a few selective quotes 
from real scientists to give 
their arguments authority. 
For example, noted 
National Institutes of Health 
evolutionary biologist Eugene 
V. Koonin was recently 
quoted by a program officer 
with the leading intelligent 
design organization (The 
Discovery Institute) as saying 
that the modern synthesis 
of evolution has “crumbled, 
apparently, beyond repair.” 
The implication was that Mr. 
Koonin would agree that there 
is a scientific debate over 
evolution that deserves to be 
taught in the schools.□

On the surface, the ideas of good, bad and karma appear to 
be relatively clear, with obvious examples everywhere we 
look. When we consider the fine details, however, good and 
bad become vague and indecipherable. Good and bad depend 
on intentions, different points of view, time-frames, personal 
reactions, chain-reactions, outcomes and an infinite number of 
other factors. 

What if we must hurt others in order to prevent our selves or our 
families from getting hurt? What if we must kill one in order to 
save many? 

Karma cannot be as straightforward as just feeling the pain 
that we cause others. Keeping things simple is a priority in 
my life, but there must be more to it than that. If we simply 
felt the pain that we cause, our personal karma would depend 
on other people’s reactions to us, which is completely beyond 
our control. The same act might thrill one person and depress 
another. We have no say over how people react. Personal karma 
cannot be dependent on something we cannot affect. 

Tomorrow, we will search for a more accurate understanding of 
personal karma.

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Vadcan:1997Irish abuse letter‘misunderstood’

VATICAN CITY (AP) — In a 
new round of damage control, 
the Vatican has insisted that 
a 1997 letter warning Irish 
bishops against reporting 
priests suspected of sex abuse 
to police had been “deeply 
misunderstood.” 

The Associated Press on 
Tuesday reported the contents 
of the letter, in which the 
Vatican’s top diplomat in 
Ireland told bishops that their 
policy of mandatory reporting 
such cases to police “gives 
rise to serious reservations of 
both a moral and canonical 
nature.” 

The newly revealed letter, 
obtained originally by Irish 
broadcaster RTE from an 
Irish bishop, has undermined 
persistent Vatican claims, 
particularly when seeking to 
defend itself in U.S. lawsuits, 
that Rome never told bishops 
not to cooperate with police. 
An Irish government-ordered 
investigation into decades of 
abuse cover-ups in the Dublin 
Archdiocese concluded that 
Irish bishops understood the 
letter to mean they shouldn’t 
report suspected crimes. 

And victims groups say 
it’s a “smoking gun” that 
shows that the church 
enforced a worldwide culture 
of concealing crimes by 
pedophile priests of which 
Rome bears ultimate — and 
legal — responsibility. 


“The letter confirms that the 
cover-up goes as far as the 
Vatican, that Vatican officials 
knew exactly what was going 
on, and that they proactively 
sought to deter Irish bishops 
from cooperating with civil 
authorities in Ireland,” said 
Andrew Madden, a former 
Dublin altar boy who was 
raped repeatedly by a priest, 
Ivan Payne, in the 1980s. 
“This letter also documents 
how the church remained 
of the view that it is a law 
unto itself, how its rules and 
regulations regarding the 
handling of a criminal offense 
take precedence over civil 
society’s laws,” said Madden, 
who in 1995 became the first 
victim in Ireland to go public 
with a lawsuit against the 
church. 

On Wednesday, the Vatican 
insisted the 1997 letter was 
only intended to emphasize 
that Irish bishops must follow 
church law meticulously. The 
Vatican spokesman, the Rev. 
Federico Lombardi, said the 
Holy See wanted to ensure that 
pedophile priests wouldn’t 
have any technical grounds to 
escape church punishment on 
appeal. 

It by no means instructed 
bishops to disregard civil 
reporting requirements about 
abuse, added the Vatican’s 
U.S. lawyer, Jeffrey Lena, 
who said the letter had been 
“deeply misunderstood” by 
the media. 



At the time, there were no 
such reporting requirements 
in Ireland. In fact, the Irish 
bishops were ahead of Irish 
lawmakers in pledging 
cooperation with law 
enforcement as dioceses were 
hit with the first lawsuits by 
victims of abusive priests. 

Yet as a result of the 1997 
letter, most Irish dioceses 
never implemented the 
1996 commitment to 
report all suspected abuse 
cases to police, according 
to the conclusions of the 
government-mandated 
investigation into the Dublin 
Archdiocese published in 
2009. 

“This in fact never took place 
because of the response of 
Rome,” the commission said 
in its report, although it quoted 
Dublin Archdiocese officials 
as saying it was implemented 
there. 

That eight-year inquiry 
interviewed two senior

to canonical discipline and which, if applied, could invalidate the acts of the same 
Bishops who are attempting to put a stop to these problems. If such procedures were to 
be followed by the Bishops and there were cases of eventual hierarchical recourse 
lodged at the Holy See, the results could be highly embarrassing and detrimental to 
those same Diocesan authorities.

Interim President Fouad 
Mebazaa went on television 
and promised to live up to 
the people’s revolt, which he 
called a “revolution.” 
“Regarding security, you have 
certainly noticed that it has 
improved,” he said. “We have 
discovered the leaders of the 
chaos, and have stopped the 
gangs and those who put fear 
in the hearts of people. The 
situation is moving toward 
stability.” 

Some were doubtful of 
promises of change. 

Hafed al Maki, 50, who 
works at the country’s largest 
insurance company, said he 
would not wait for the 60- 
day constitutional limit for 
new presidential elections to 
pass “because that is enough 
time for the old cronies to set 
their roots in and start their 
old ways again, thieving and 
taking our resources. No way 
that’s happening again.”

Rights groups call for 
renewed CIA prison probe

VILNIUS, Lithuania (AP) — Human rights 
groups have called on Lithuanian prosecutors 
to reopen a criminal probe into a secret CIA 
detention center set up in the country, and a top 
national security lawmaker said Wednesday that 
investigators had failed to weigh all the evidence. 
Prosecutors closed the case last week, citing 
a lack of evidence, but human rights groups 
Amnesty International and Reprieve slammed 
the decision, claiming they have evidence that the 
site was used to interrogate and torture terrorism 
suspects. 

Arvydas Anusauskas, chairman of parliament’s 
national security committee, urged prosecutors to 
reopen the case and weigh information provided 
by the groups. 

“Two international organizations claim they have 
solid proof of illegal activities in Lithuania. ... 
I believe these sources could provide public or 
nonpublic testimony to Lithuanian officials,” 
he said after meeting with President Dalia 
Grybauskaite, who also suggested the case could 
be reopened if new evidence surfaced. 

“Nobody is certain that new information will not 
emerge,” Anusauskas added. 

A parliamentary probe in 2009 concluded that 
although Lithuania, a Baltic country in northeast 


Europe, provided two facilities to the CIA, there 
was no evidence the facilities ever held terrorism 
suspects. 

Prosecutors launched their own investigation 
to determine whether any crimes had been 
committed, particularly by Lithuania’s top 
national security officials. 

Julia Hall of Amnesty International said 
prosecutors’ decision to close the case was 
“premature.” 

“By shuttering the investigation before all the 
evidence has been gathered and all lines of 
inquiry pursued, the prosecutor cuts off a process 
that had the potential to hold people accountable 
for serious human rights violations,” Hall said. 
Reprieve said it had provided investigators with 
confidential information that Abu Zubaydah, 
a Palestinian repeatedly tortured by U.S. 
investigators, had been secretly imprisoned in 
Lithuania between 2004 and 2006. The NGO also 
said it supplied a list of individuals who could 
provide testimony — including CIA officials, 
Lithuanian handlers, and eyewitnesses. 

The parliamentary probe determined that 
Lithuania’s top national security agency, the State 
Security Department, had struck a deal with the 
CIA in 2002 to create secret “black site” prisons 
near Vilnius to interrogate terrorist suspects.Q 
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Moroccan teen save Berlusconi never touched her

MILAN (AP) — Silvio 
Berlusconi and the Moroccan 
teenager at the center of an 
underage prostitution probe 
targeting the Italian premier 
have both denied any sexual 
contact in separate comments. 
Berlusconi taped a video 
message — the second time in 
a few days — to defend himself 
on Wednesday from the probe 
by Milan prosecutors into his 
encounters with the teenager, 
nicknamed Ruby Rubacuori 
(Ruby the Heart-Stealer). 

The 74-year-old leader charged 
that the prosecutors used 
methods worthy of a Mafia 
criminal and said he would 
not respond to a summons by 
the prosecutors this weekend 
because he does not want to give 
credence to an investigation 
he called illegitimate and 
politically driven. 

“There’s nothing I should 
be ashamed of,” Berlusconi 
said. “I would like to go on 
trial immediately — but with 
impartial judges, not with 
prosecutors who want to use 
this case as a means of political 
fight.” 

Prosecutors allege Berlusconi 
paid for sex with the girl, 
then a minor, and used his 
office to cover it up. They 
have forwarded 389 pages of 
material, including wiretaps, 
to parliament to get special 


permission to search some 
of Berlusconi’s properties. 
Examining the documents 
will take at least a week, news 
reports said. 

Hours before Berlusconi’s 
video statement, the teenager 
appeared Wednesday on a talk 
show aired on the Mediaset 
network that the premier 
founded. 

Appearing composed during 
most of the two 20-minute 
segments, Ruby said she never 
worked as a prostitute and that 
Berlusconi never “put a finger 
on me.” 

Ruby, who asked to be called 
by her real name during the 
interview, said she met the 
premier after winding up at his 
villa last Valentine’s Day upon 
an invitation to dinner by a 
friend. 

At the time she was working as 
a waitress in a Milan restaurant, 
she said. 

She said she introduced herself 
by her nickname Ruby, and 
gave her age as 24. She was 17 
at the time. She also said she 
was Egyptian, a lie she said she 
could not explain. 

“He listened without being 
paid or obligated to do so. I felt 
heard,” she said. “I told him 
my whole story in sincerity — 
except for my name, my (real) 
age and for my country.” 

At the end of dinner, also 
attended by other young 
women, Ruby said Berlusconi 
invited her into his office and 


gave her an envelope with 
€7,000, which she opened in 
the car. 

“I meet him, he gives me €7,000 
— and he doesn’t put a finger 
on me,” Ruby said. “I think I 
can speak well of a person like 
that.” 

The scandal broke last year 
when it emerged that Berlusconi 
had intervened on Ruby’s 
behalf after she was accused of 
stealing €3,000 from a friend 
and detained by Milan police. 
Reports said at the time that 
Berlusconi identified her as a 
relative of Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak’s. 

Ruby couldn’t say how many 
times she met Berlusconi, 
but said the visits and contact 
stopped after the night of May 
27-28, when she was released 
by police into the custody of a 
Berlusconi aide. 

The prosecutors allege 
several encounters occurred at 
Berlusconi’s villa at Arcore, 
near Milan, between February 
and May. 

The interview was conducted 
by Alfonso Signorini, a gossip 
journalist who is seen as close 
to Berlusconi. In contrast to 
photos that show Ruby dressed 
provocatively — some of which 
she said were taken from her 
Facebook page — she wore 
jeans, a dark blouse and black 
boots. Her long hair hung in her 
face as she spoke. 

The girl, now 18, talked about a 
troubled childhood, at one point

with tears in her eyes, and her 
move to Italy at age 9. While 
she said she never worked as a 
prostitute, Ruby said she tried 
once. But when she undressed 
and the man put his hands on 
her, she said she screamed. 

“He looked at me, he said, 
‘Excuse me, isn’t this your 
work?”’ she recounted. “I said 
‘No, this is the first time,”’ 
and explained she needed the 
money — which she said he 
gave her anyway. 

The probe has dominated the 
political scene since prosecutors 


confirmed it last week. Critics 
have called for Berlusconi’s 
resignation, including during 
two small demonstrations 
Wednesday in Rome. 

In an apparent sign of concern, 
Berlusconi has appeared in 
video messages distributed 
to Italian media twice since 
Sunday. Still, he has dismissed 
any suggestion that the scandal 
might force him to resign. 
“What, are you crazy?” he said 
Tuesday night to a journalist 
asking is he intended to resign.

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti 
(AP) — Haitian authorities 
want Jean-Claude Duvalier 
to leave the country, but the 
once-feared dictator will not 
go and could even choose to 
get involved in politics, one of 
his lawyers said Wednesday. 
Defense attorney Reynold 
Georges told reporters that it 
is Duvalier’s right to remain 
in Haiti, but that he is free to

travel. He stressed that Haiti’s 
government has not ordered 
Duvalier to return to France 
following his surprise return 
on Sunday. 

“He is free to do whatever 
he wants, go wherever he 
wants,” Georges said of 
the once-feared strongman, 
known as “Baby Doc.” 6 ’It is 
his right to live in his country 
... He is going to stay. It is his 
country.” 

But Duvalier, whose reasons 


for coming back to Haiti 
remain murky, stayed 
sequestered in his room at the 
upscale Hotel Karibe in the 
hills above downtown Port- 
au-Prince and spoke publicly 
only through his lawyers. At 
one point, he went out on his 
balcony and waved to a small 
group of supporters on the 
street. Shortly after his arrival 
at Port-au-Prince’s airport, 
his longtime companion 
Veronique Roy told reporters 
he would stay for just three 
days. But Georges portrayed 
the former leader as an 
esteemed ex-president who 
might choose to help a small 
Duvalierist political party 
during his time in Haiti, 
though he gave no details on 
what the help might involve. 
Georges said a Haitian judge 
who met with the 59-year-old 
former leader, who apparently 
does not have a valid Haitian 
passport, asked him when he 
planned to leave. 

“They want him to leave,” he 
insisted. 


Duvalier, who assumed power 
in 1971 at age 19 following 
the death of his notorious 
father, Francois “Papa Doc” 
Duvalier, faces accusations of 
corruption and embezzlement 
for allegedly pilfering the 
treasury before his 1986 
ouster. He returned to Haiti 
after being exiled for nearly 
25 years. 

Alice Blanchet, a special 
adviser to Prime Minister 
Jean-Max Bellerive, refused 
to speculate about Duvalier’s 
plans to stay in a country 
struggling through a dire 
political crisis following the 
problematic Nov. 28 first- 
round presidential election, 
as well as a cholera epidemic 
and a troubled recovery from 
the last year’s devastating 
earthquake. 

“Let justice do its job, run its 
course. He is a citizen and 
no one is above the law,” she 
said in a Wednesday e-mail, 
adding that Duvalier “remains 
available to the prosecutor” 
while he is in Haiti. 


Outside, on the rutted streets 
of Port-au-Prince, there 
were no signs of widespread 
support for Duvalier. When 
he was led to a courthouse on 
Tuesday, supporters staged 
demonstrations on his behalf 
but they were tiny by Haiti 
standards. More than half the 
nation’s people are too young 
to have lived through his 
government. 

Most Haitians who remember 
the Duvalier years hoped he 
had left for good, closing an 
era of terror and repression 
that began under “Papa Doc.” 
Human rights groups say tens 
of thousands of people were 
killed during the 29-year 
father-and-son dictatorship, 
while many others were 
maimed or forced into exile. 
Haitian authorities moved 
toward trying Duvalier 
for alleged corruption and 
embezzlement committed 
during his brutal 15-year rule 
by opening an investigation on 
Tuesday, but specifics about 
the probe were scarce.□

There weren’t any 
surprising additions to the 
list — or omissions. Most 
underclassmen who were 
deciding whether to enter the 
draft had made their choices 
public by Saturday’s deadline 
to tell the NFL they wanted 
to leave school early. Players 
then had 72 hours to withdraw 
their names, but no significant 
players changed their minds. 
One top underclassman not on 
the list: Stanford quarterback 
Andrew Luck, who had said 
he would be returning to 
school. His father, former 
NFL quarterback and current 
West Virginia athletic director 
Oliver Luck, said they 
discussed the possible lockout 
in the league but that wasn’t 
a decisive factor in Andrew’s 
choice. 

The draft is April 28-30, even 
if there is no new collective 
bargaining agreement to 
replace the one that expires in 
early March. If owners lock 
out the players — as the union 
expects — rookies wouldn’t 
be able to sign contracts until 
a new CBA is in place. 

Among the factors 
underclassmen might have 
considered: 

• It’s possible there won’t be 
a 2011 NFL season at all, so 
players leaving college could 


wind up sitting out an entire 
year. 

• Even if an agreement is 
reached in time for next 
season to be played, the 
timing of a deal might result 
in shortened training camps 
or no minicamps, so a rookie 
would have less time to learn 
his new team’s system and 
prove he deserves to start — 
or, in some cases, even make 
the roster. 

• Owners are intent on having 
a rookie wage scale be part of 
a new CBA. Commissioner 
Roger Goodell wrote about 
“the outrageous sums paid to 
many unproven rookies” in a 
recent letter sent to fans about 
the labor situation, and such 
a change could apply to the 
2011 draft class. 

• Entering the pros sooner 
starts a player’s NFL “clock” 
sooner, moving him closer 
to his second contract and 
free agency, which could be 
particularly attractive if a 
rookie wage scale is created. 
Still, in a telephone interview 
before last weekend’s 
deadline, agent Peter Schaffer 
said he didn’t think a potential 
lockout was affecting 
decisions. 

“I really don’t believe the 
uncertainty of the labor 
situation is skewing decisions 
one way or another in any 
significant proportion,” 

Schaffer said. “It’s pretty much

GREEN BAY, Wisconsin 
(AP) — The Green Bay 
Packers have devised and 
tested the ideal solution 
to stopping dangerous 
punt returners such as the 
Chicago Bears’ Devin 
Hester. 

Just don’t punt. 

It worked perfectly in their 
rout of the Atlanta Falcons 
in last weekend’s NFL 
playoffs. 

Thanks to a dominant 
performance by the Packers 
offense, punter Tim 
Masthay wasn’t called into 
action against the Falcons. 
That doesn’t seem likely to 
happen again in Sunday’s 
NFC Championship game 
in Chicago, especially 
against a tough Bears 
defense. 

That means the Packers’ 
special teams will once 
again have their hands full 
with Hester, the NFL’s 
career leader in combined 
punt and kick returns for 
touchdowns with 14. 

From one punt returner 
to another, Green Bay’s 
Tramon Williams is 
impressed. 

“Natural ability,” he said. 
“From watching film, 
everything he does is great. 
He has the vision and 
the ability, everything. ... 
Coach said he’s the best 
ever, so I feel the same 
way.” 

Indeed, Packers coach 
Mike McCarthy called 
Hester the “best player on 
their football team” before 
playing the Bears in the 
regular season finale — a 
significant statement, given 
the fact that defensive 
end Julius Peppers and 
linebackers Brian Urlacher 
and Lance Briggs anchor 
the Bears’ defense. 

The Packers allowed Hester 
to break free for a 62-yard 
touchdown on a punt return 
during the teams’ first 
meeting, a 20-17 Bears 
victory in Chicago on Sept. 
27. 

But the Packers did a much 


better job bottling Hester 
up in the teams’ second 
meeting of the season, 
allowing Hester only two 
punt returns for 35 yards 
in a 10-3 Packers victory at 
Lambeau Field that allowed 
the Packers to clinch a 
playoff spot. 

McCarthy said the Packers’ 
improved effort was a 
combination of good ball 
placement by Masthay — 
who has improved after a 
shaky start — and good 
coverage by the special 
teams. 

“Our special teams played 
extremely well in that 
football game,” McCarthy 
said. “And that will be 
a big part of going into 
Soldier Field and being 
successful.” 

But one blown assignment 
or sloppy arm tackle on 
Sunday, and Hester could 
make a momentum¬ 
changing return. 

Packers linebacker A.J. 
Hawk says Hester is at his 
most dangerous when he’s 
not dancing around. 

“When he gets the ball, he 
might make a few moves, 
make the first guy miss,” 
Hawk said. “He gets 
vertical quick. When a 
guy does that — as you’ve 
seen against us, he got one 
earlier this year on us — 
they can crease you pretty 
quick and he can get in the 
end zone fast.” 


And the Packers have 
some coverage concerns 
on special teams after 
allowing a 102-yard kickoff 
return for a touchdown by 
Atlanta’s Eric Weems. 
“Frankly, the kickoff return 
was a combination of ball 
placement and coverage,” 
McCarthy said. “And that’s 
the reason why you practice 
those things and you have 
different types of calls. And 
so that’s something I’m 
sure Chicago will be taking 
a close look at. We’ve 
been playing very well on 
special teams but can’t let it 
happen this week.” 

Hester, meanwhile, is so 


good that he even can get 
a laugh out of his typically 
buttoned-down Bears coach 
Lovie Smith, who was 
asked recently to imagine 
trying to prepare for him 
instead of preparing with 
him. 

“I definitely like being on 
the team with a guy like

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Nets owner tells team to drop Anthony deal

NEWARK, N.J. - Cross 
another superstar off the New 
Jersey Nets’ wish list, and 
let the pursuit of Carmelo 
Anthony begin anew. 

The megadeal to bring 
Anthony to New Jersey 
ended in stunning fashion on 
Wednesday night when Nets 
owner Mikhail Prokhorov 
told the team to end the long, 
drawn-out trade talks with the 
Denver Nuggets. 

“There comes a time when 
the price is simply too 
expensive,” Prokhorov said 
in a news conference before 
the Nets faced the Utah Jazz. 
“I am instructing our team to 
walk away from the deal.” 

In the past two weeks, the 
talks had taken on a soap- 
opera feeling and the Russian 
billionaire felt it had hurt his 
team. 

“Really, I am not happy with 
the way the deal has gone until 
now,” said Prokhorov, who 
fielded questions in English 
and Russian. “It has taken 
too long. It has been played 
out in public. The uncertainty

has taken a toll on the players 
... and I believe it has cost us 
several games.” 

The Nets have lost six straight, 
including all four on a just- 
completed West Coast road 
trip that ended in Oakland on 
Monday. 

Prokhorov also canceled a 
planned meeting with Anthony 
on Thursday and said there 
was no chance — that’s a big 
nyet — that the trade would 
be resurrected. 

Denver general manager 
Masai Ujiri declined to 
answer questions about 
the Nets’ decision, beyond 
saying the Nuggets have 
been in talks “with plenty of 
teams” regarding Anthony 
and insisting he harbored no 
ill will toward the Nets for 
calling off talks. 

Nuggets coach George Karl 
said he wasn’t surprised that 
Prokhorov pulled the plug on 
this deal. 

“I think I’ve been one of the 
guys who have been kind of 
hinting to you that this is a lot 
farther away from happening 
than you all think it’s going 
to be,” Karl said.

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Federer survives 2nd-round scare In Australia

MELBOURNE, Australia 
(AP) — Defending 
champion Roger Federer 
admitted he was lucky to 
survive a major scare at 
the Australian Open on 
Wednesday, beating Gilles 
Simon 6-2, 6-3, 4-6, 4-6, 
6-3 in the second round. 

For a while, it seemed as 
if Simon, who had beaten 
Federer in their only two 
previous meetings, would 
send the Swiss star packing 
out of a Grand Slam before 
the third round for the first 
time since the French Open 
in 2003 — a total of 31 
majors. 

Simon is one of only three 
players on the ATP Tour 
to hold a winning record 
against the Swiss star, 
although Federer cut the 
margin. Simon’s series lead 
is now 2-1. 

Federer’s win came on a 
day when one of the other 
stars of the tournament 
— fourth-seeded Venus 
Williams — nearly had to 
withdraw with a hip injury 
after the first set of her 
match, but recovered to 
advance to the third round. 
Federer, pumping his fist 
increasingly in celebration 
with each point in the final 
few games, broke Simon’s 
service in the sixth game 
of the deciding set to go 
up 4-2, held his service to 
go up 5-2, then again held 
his serve two games later to 
clinch it on his fifth match 
point with an ace. 

“I’m happy I survived a 
scare like today. 

It’s not the first time,” he 
said. “It does happen, and 
you just try to stay calm 
even though I’m not playing 
for much. He’s playing for 
the huge upset, and I’m just 
trying to get through. So it’s 
not easy.” 

Federer said he remained 
positive. 

“It paid off. I got lucky. 
I’m happy I’m still in the 
tournament,” the 16-time 


major winner said. “I wasn’t 
playing poorly in the third 
and fourth set, but Gilles 
took it to me. Clearly, he’s 
a great player first of all. 
Matches against him don’t 
come easily ... hopefully 
we don’t play each other 
anymore!” 

Simon said he needed “time 
to get used to (Federer’s) 
game,” which helped him 
win the third and fourth 
sets. 

“It’s going fast, he’s moving 
fast, it’s just impressive,” 
Simon said. 

“There are not too many 
players able to play to this 
level.” 

Williams also had some 
drama getting through to 
the third round, overcoming 
a painful injury to beat 
Sandra Zahlavoa of the 
Czech Republic 6-7 (6), 
6-0, 6-4. 

Novak Djokovic, Andy 
Roddick, top-seeded woman 
Caroline Wozniacki, last 
year’s finalist Justine Henin 
and 2008 champion Maria 
Sharapova also advanced. 
Williams seemed to have the 
narrowest escape. Writhing 
in pain and clutching near 
her stomach as she walked 
back to her courtside 
chair, a WTA trainer was 
called and Williams took a 
medical timeout after the 
first-set tiebreaker. She 
appeared to be on the verge 
of retiring, and certainly 
was on the verge of tears. 
But a few minutes later, 
she returned with her upper 
right thigh taped and later 
said she injured her “psoas” 
muscle, which flexes the 
hip and spinal column. That 
maintained her record of 
never retiring in a major 
tournament. 

No. 3 Djokovic beat Ivan 
Dodig 7-5, 6-7 (10), 6-0, 
6-2. Djokovic, who beat Jo- 
Wilfried Tsonga in the 2008 
final in Melbourne Park for 
his only Grand Slam title, is 
in career-best form. 

He appeared comfortable 
all over the court against 


Croatia’s Dodig, who 
nevertheless challenged 
Djokovic in the first two 
sets with a powerful serve 
and strong baseline shots. 
Djokovic answered with 
his own baseline winners 
into back comers on both 
sides, as well as cross court 
volleys on the odd occasion 
Dodig sliced to draw him to 
the net. 

Djokovic will next play 
his Davis Cup teammate 
Viktor Troicki after the 
29th-seeded player beat 
Frenchman Nicolas Mahut 
6-4, 6-2, 1-6, 6-3. 
Wozniacki advanced with a 
6-1, 6-0 win over American 
Vania King in the Danish 
player’s first major as No. 
1. The 20-year-old reached 
the third round for a 13 th 
consecutive Grand Slam. 

To get to the semis, 
Wozniacki might have to 
beat seven-time Grand 
Slam winner Henin, who 
continued her comeback 
from injury with a 6-1, 6-3 
win over Elena Baltacha of 
Britain. 

The pair could meet in 
the quarterfinals. Henin 
will have to get through a 
tough match against two- 
time major winner Svetlana 
Kuznetsova just to get 
past the third round. The 
23-seeded Kuznetsova beat 
Dutch qualifier Arantxa 
Rus 6-1, 6-4. 

“I have a lot of good 
memories, almost all 
good memories, from 
Melbourne,” said Henin, the 
2004 Australian champion 
and runner-up here in 2006 
and last year, when she was 
returning from a career 
break from the tour. 

No. 8 Victoria Azarenka, 
the 2010 quarterfinalist 
who lost to Serena Williams 
each of the past three years, 
beat Andrea Hlavackova 
6-4, 6-4. Serena Williams 
is injured and not defending 
her title in Australia. 

In other matches, Barbora 
Zahlavova Strycova of 
the Czech Republic beat 


Australian wild card Jelena 
Dokic 7-6 (3), 6-1, and No. 
9 Li Na defeated Evgeniya 
Rodina of Russia 6-3, 6-2. 
On the men’s side, 
Wimbledon finalist Tomas 
Berdych needed four match 
points to beat Philipp 
Kohlschreiber 4-6, 6-2, 

6-3, 6-4, and eighth-seeded 
Roddick fired his 17th ace 
to finish off a 7-6 (7), 6-2, 
6-3 second-round win over 
Igor Kunitsyn of Russia. 
The former No. 1-ranked 
Roddick is into the third 
round at Melbourne Park 


for the ninth straight time. 
“When you’re confident, 
the court just makes sense; 
decisions come easier to 
you,” he said. 

Roddick’s U.S. Davis Cup 
teammate Mardy Fish made 
a second-round exit, the No.

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Armstrong says not worried by new doping claims 



ADELAIDE, Australia (AP) — Lance 
Armstrong says he has nothing to worry 
about “on any level” over new doping 
allegations raised in a report by Sports 
Illustrated. 

The seven-time Tour de France winner 
curtly brushed aside questions about the 
story Wednesday before taking part in 
the second stage of the Tour Down Under 
cycle race. 

The story challenged Armstrong’s 
statements that he cut ties to an Italian 
doctor and training adviser who has long 
been accused of helping cyclists cheat. 
Armstrong repeatedly refused to comment 
on the report Wednesday before saying he 
had perused it and “I have nothing to worry 
about on any level.” 

Johan Bruyneel, Armstrong’s mentor and 
the manager of this Radio Shack team, also 
refused to discuss the report. 

Without naming its source, Sports

Illustrated said that when Italian authorities 
raided the home of Armstrong teammate 
Yaroslav Popovych last November in 
Italy, they found texts and e-mails linking 
the Radio Shack team with Dr. Michele 
Ferrari as recently as 2009. 

Armstrong severed his connection with 
Ferrari in 2004, amid accusations the doctor 
aided another rider in using performance¬ 
enhancing drugs. Ferrari was convicted 
and then later cleared of criminal charges 
on appeal. 

Armstrong spokesman Mark Fabiani calls 
the report “old news from the same old, 
discredited sources.” 

A U.S. federal grand jury in Los Angeles 
has been hearing evidence for months 
on cheating in professional cycling. The 
investigation turned toward Armstrong — 
and several of his associates have testified 
before the panel — since ex-teammate 
Floyd Landis accused the seven-time Tour 
de France winner of systematic doping. 
Armstrong won the Tour de France every 
year from 1999 to 2005. He’s currently 
competing in the Tour Down Under in 
Australia, which he says will be his last 
race outside the United States.□

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Eyes-on with the Nintendo 3DS 



At last, I’ve had a chance to 
spend quality time with the 
3DS, Nintendo’s new glasses- 
free 3D handheld and yes, it 
lives up to the hype, although 
I found that a little 3D on the 
3DS’s 3.53-inch display goes 
a long way. 

Slated to arrive in the U.S. on 
March 27 for $249, the 3DS 
looks pretty much like the 
DSi, complete with the usual 
dual displays, the DS slot, and 
the standard D-pad. 

Take another look, though, 
and you’ll spot the new 
analog stick on the left side 
of the console, as well as 
the twin 0.3MP cameras on 
the top cover for taking 3D 
pictures. (Click here for more 
specs, launch titles, and other 
details.) Of course, the feature 
we’ve all be waiting for is 
hinted at by the little 3D slider 
on the right side of the display, 
which controls the depth of the 
3D image on the main 3DS; 
slide it all the way down for 
standard 2D, or all the way up 
for extreme, eye-crossing 3D. 
So, how does it the 3D 
image look? For the most 
part, really good far better 


than I was expecting, in fact. 
There’s a real sense of depth 
to the image, with the action 
appearing to stretch well 
behind the screen. 

View the 3DS from an angle, 
through any angle and the 
3D effect falls apart, and the 
higher up you push the 3D 
slider, the more you’ll feel like 
your eyes are starting to cross. 
I also noticed a second or two 
of double-vision before my 
eyes adjusted to the 3D effect. 
For the most part, I preferred 
to keep the 3D slider barely 
nudged on, for a subtler but 
less queasy effect. (Needless 
to say, the two 2D pictures 
that I’ve embedded in this post 
hardly do justice to the 3DS’s 
display.) 

Nintendo reps had a few pretty 
3D demos teed up before 
Wednesday’s launch event; 
after the big announcement, 
though, the curtains on the side 
of the room opened to reveal 
demo stations where we could 
try a selection of 3D-enabled 
3DS launch games. 

First up: Ridge Racer 3D, a 
typical racing game with such 
glorious 3D vistas that I had a 


tough time keeping my eyes 
on the road. The more you 
push the 3D slider control, the 
cooler the soaring cityscapes 
look; at the same time, though, 
I could feel a bit of eye strain 
when I had the 3D effect 
pushed too far. Easy does it. 
Next, I gave Dead or Alive: 
Dimensions a try, and again, 
the 3D effect looked great 
as I threw furious punches 
under a rushing waterfall. 
Still, it took some fiddling to 
get the right balance between 
a noticeable 3D effect 
and a setting comfortable 
enough for prolonged 
gaming, while a few isolated 
double-vision moments 

proved a bit distracting. 
Another interesting 3D title 
was Nintendo’s first-party 
Pilotwings Resort, a casual 
flying game that lets you float 
around the Wii Sports resort 
village in a biplane, a hang 
glider, or a jet pack. Dialing up 
the 3D effect made the flight 
look pretty extraordinary, 
giving the hills and mountains 
an almost majestic look on the 
3DS’s relatively tiny 3.53-inch 
display. Nice, but the longer I 


flew around, the more I could 
feel the eye strain creeping in 
and backing off the 3D effect 
turns Pilotwings Resort into a 
relatively tepid affair. 

Last but not least, I tried my 
hand at a little zombie killing 
in Resident Evil Mercenaries 
3D, a game that might benefit 
the least from 3D mainly 
because I was too busy 
staggering away from a hoard 
of bloodthirsty baddies to 
notice the newfound depth of 
the game’s grimy world. 


Nitpicks aside (and based 
on very limited testing, of 
course) I’d call the 3D display 
on the 3DS a success, and an 
impressive feat on Nintendo’s 
part although for gamers, the 
3D effect will probably work 
best if used sparingly. 

The true test of the 3DS will 
only come, of course, once 
we’ve had the chance to game 
on the console for more than a 
few minutes at a time and for 
that, we’ll have to wait until 
March 27.Q 


Fresh iPhone Apps for Jan. 
19: TiVo, AirView, OneNote 



Microsoft has released a notes 
app to integrate with its 
Windows Live service, but 
it’s only free for a limited 
time. 

We’ve got the details below 
in our Fresh Apps list, along 
with a streaming media 
player, and an app from TiVo 
that will probably help hinder 
your productivity but you’ll 
definitely be entertained. 

TiVo (iPad) Free 
Owners of TiVo’s Pre m iere 
box will find lots of use in 
the company’s iPad app, 


which basically functions 
as a TiVo controller that lets 
you search for shows and 
give instructions to the box 
without using its on-screen 
interface. Using your iPad, 
you can browse for the things 
you want recorded while you 
watch other things you’ve 
recorded pretty slick. 

The app gives you full control 
of your TiVo box, complete 
with the ability to search for 
shows and set either single 
or Season Pass recordings 
for them. You can trigger a 


show to start playing from 
your iPad, browse a full¬ 
screen program guide while 
watching another show on 
your TV, and set recordings 
while you’re away from 
home. TiVo turns your iPad 
into a giant, multifunctional 
remote if you use the service, 
you’re going to want this 
app. 

AirView (iPhone, iPad) Free 
This free app allows you 
to turn your device into a 
streaming media player, 
drawing its material from 
another iPhone or iPad, or 
from your PC or Mac. It’s a 
little unstable and probably 
won’t last long in the App 
Store, but it’s also free and 
has some great functionality 
when it works. 

Fire up your AirPlay app on 


the device you want to watch 
on, and load a video on 
another device, like iTunes. 
In the video window, you 
should see an AirPlay icon 
click it, and the program 
automatically detects your 
receiving device and streams 
the video over a local Wi-Fi 
network to the other device. 
AirPlay seems to work best 
for YouTube and downloaded 
videos. 

It doesn’t support music or 
photos yet, but app developer 
Clement Vasseur has written 
that he plans to add other 
media types. That is, if Apple 
doesn’t bounce this highly 
functional but free app from 
the App Store before then. 

OneNote (iPhone) Free 
Microsoft’s Windows Live- 
integrated note-taking app 


is free for a limited time to 
celebrate its release, and 
if you like Windows Live 
services for your computer, 
you’ll probably find what 
you need in OneNote. It lets 
you take notes and set up 
to-do lists on your iPhone, 
while syncing them against 
lists you keep on Windows 
Live so you can always keep 
up with your work and plans. 
Even better, it does so in 
the background, so you’re 
always fully up to date. 

You’ll need a free Windows 
Live web account to use 
OneNote, but once you’re 
set up, the app will integrate 
with your settings over the 
Internet. It’s also organized 
to keep your more recent 
and pressing notes easy to 
find, so you can save time in 
finding what you need.Q

Sting meets dolphin advocate, 
hopes for debate 

TOKYO - Sting wants to help save dolphins still being 
brutally slaughtered in Japan, but says the best way is by 
starting a debate, not by forcing foreign opinion. 

The British music star met backstage at a Tokyo concert hall 
Wednesday with Ric O’Barry, the star of the “The Cove,” 
the Academy Award-winning documentary that depicts the 
dolphin hunt in the town of Taiji in southwestern Japan. 

The two have been friends since the Sundance Film Festival 
two years ago, where “The Cove” had its first major showing. 
The film, directed by Louie Psihoyos, shows dolphins driven 
into a cove and stabbed by fishermen on small boats, turning 
the water red with blood, as the dolphins writhe in agony. 

“I was blown away by the movie,” Sting told The Associated 
Press before his concert. “We should not be eating dolphins.” 
Sting, in Asia for his “Symphonicity” tour, said he’s 
sympathetic to the save-the-dolphins view in “The Cove” but 
that the best approach is “through dialogue,” noting that many 
Japanese are also outraged by dolphin killing. 

O’Barry said Sting and his wife were among the first people to 
express support for “The Cove.” The former Police frontman 
has spoken out on environmental and humanitarian issues 
around the world. 

He told O’Barry to stay optimistic, assuring him that word 
was getting out about overfishing and depletion of the oceans.

“They said, ‘Well, we’re going 
to give you a pass and sign you 
out — but are you crazy?”’ 
Allman said. “I actually think 
that it had to do in the big step 
in healing up that happened 
after I went on the road.” 

The Rock and Roll Hall of 
Fame member, who this 
week releases “Low Country 
Blues,” his first solo recording 
in 14 years, has experienced 
the healing power of music 
firsthand. Allman had his 
transplant on June 23 after 
hepatitis and the rock-star 
life left him in a state of 
deteriorating health. He knew 


the operation and recovery 
would be challenging, but he 
found it far more painful than 
he imagined it would be. 
“They don’t tell you about 
a lot of it because they don’t 
want to scare you, you know,” 
the 63-year-old said in a phone 
interview. 

Allman found relief in music. 
He was playing the guitar and 
piano again several weeks 
after the surgery and slowly 
worked his way back on stage. 
“That’s kind of like the planet 
of no pain, being on stage,” 
Allman said. Allman was left 
with a noticeable shake in his 
hands from immune system¬ 
depressing drugs meant to 
keep his body from rejecting 
the new liver. Music seems to 
help there, too. The shaking 
stops when he lays his hands 



on his piano or guitar. 

Allman has a theory about the 
therapeutic power of music. 

“I think it’s because you’re 
doing something that you 
truly love,” he said. “I think 
it just creates a diversion 
from the pain itself. You’ve 
been swallowed up by 
something you love, you 
know, and you’re just totally 
engulfed.’Q 
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American Express quarterly 
profit misses estimate 



NEW YORK - American 
Express Co (AXRN) reported 
quarterly earnings that 
narrowly missed Wall Street 
estimates and said it would 
cut 550 jobs as it handles 
more customer services on the 
Internet. 

The company’s shares were 
down 2.7 in afternoon trading 
after the credit card lender and 
payment processing network 
said it earned $1.1 billion, 
or 88 cents per share, in the 
fourth quarter. That included 
a charge of $74 million, or 6 
cents per share, for job cuts 
and the closure of customer 
service centers. 

Excluding the charge, the 
company’s profit of 94 cents 
a share missed analysts’ 
average estimate by one cent, 
according to Thomson Reuters 
I/B/E/S. 

The earnings miss was an 
unpleasant surprise to some 
investors, considering positive 
trends on spending volume 
and credit. American Express 
Chief Executive Kenneth 
Chenault cited “record levels” 
of customer spending on their 
credit cards, and said credit 
losses continued to shrink. 

The job cuts also revived 
investor concerns that 
financial regulation could hurt 
the company’s future growth. 
“You always want to be 
rationalizing your existing 
operations to be more efficient 


but if they were expecting a 
robust growth environment, 
you might not be seeing 
significant head count 
cuts,” said Intrepid Ventures 
payments consultant Eric 
Grover. 

Investors are wary of the 
potential effect of increasing 
U.S. financial regulation 
on American Express. The 
company’s shares fell about 
8 percent last month, before 
largely recovering, after the 
Federal Reserve proposed 
rules that would slash the 
fees that merchants pay banks 
every time a customer buys 
something with a debit card. 
While American Express does 
not have a debit card business, 
its credit card fees are some 
of the highest in the industry, 
and investors are worried 
that it will lose business as 
merchants ask customers to 
pay with cheaper debit cards. 
The Fed’s rules will indirectly 
“have a negative impact on 
AmEx that’s a big deal,” 
Grover said. “If merchants 
are in a position to discount, 
AmEx is going to get whacked 
in a big way, and they’re going 
to have to bring down their 
pricing.” 

American Express shares were 
down 3.1 percent to $44.91 in 
afternoon trading. 

MOVING JOBS AROUND 
Sandler O’Neill analyst 
Michael Taiano said the 


company may have decided 
to reinvest more of its profit 
in marketing and technology 
rather than reserve it for 
earnings. 

He also said American 
Express spooked investors 
by reporting earnings on 
Wednesday but making the 
Street wait until Monday for 
a full explanation. The fourth- 
quarter results were not due 
until Monday. 

“The problem with doing 
something like this is, you 
give the bottom line number 
without all the details and 
people start to speculate,” he 
said. 

Even including the 
restructuring charges, 

American Express’ profit will 
rise by nearly half from the 
year-earlier $716 million, or 
60 cents a share. Declining 
loan losses let the company 
reduce the amount of money 
set aside for bad loans, 
boosting profit. 

More American Express 
customers are handling 
routine matters through 
the Internet and their 
smartphones, reducing the 
number of telephone calls to 
the company’s service centers. 
The company said it has left 
many customer service jobs 
vacant after employees leave, 
which means it is now paying 
rent and other real estate costs 
for centers that are too large 
for its needs. 

About 3,500 jobs will be 
affected by the changes in 
customer service, including 
about 3,000 that will be 
moved to different locations. 
The company will close a 
customer service center in 
Greensboro, North Carolina, 
and send the jobs to its three 
other U.S. customer service 
locations, in Fort Lauderdale, 
Florida; Phoenix, Arizona; 
and Salt Lake City, Utah.Q 



American Airlines narent 
AMR loses $97M in 4Q 


DALLAS - American Airlines is doing much better than a year 
ago, thanks to higher fares and money from extra fees, but it’s 
still losing money. 

The nation’s third-largest airline is pinning hopes for a 
turnaround on putting more high-dollar business travelers on 
international flights and trips between a few major U.S. cities. 
Even if that strategy works and some analysts like it American 
still faces huge challenges ranging from rising fuel costs to an 
ugly fight with travel agencies that has made it harder to find 
American flights online. 

American parent AMR Corp. said Wednesday it lost $97 million 
in the fourth quarter, or 29 cents per share. That’s a smaller loss 
than AMR posted a year ago, and it beat the forecast of analysts, 
who expected a loss of 36 cents per share, according to FactSet. 
Revenue jumped 10.3 percent, to $5.59 billion better than 
analysts expected. Airfares have risen as airlines limited flights 
and filled planes with more passengers. The average American 
flight in 2010 had 81.9 percent of the seats filled that’s a record. 
The airlines have also raised money by imposing a variety of 
fees. At AMR, the catchall category of “other revenue,” which 
includes baggage fees and food sales, grew 2.9 percent in the 
fourth quarter, to $599 million. 

But the boost in revenue wasn’t enough to offset rising fuel 
costs. AMR, which also owns regional carrier American Eagle, 
paid $1.66 billion for fuel in the fourth quarter, a 12.9 percent 
increase in a year. 

Even more troubling, the company expects fuel costs to rise by 
at least another $1 billion this year. CEO Gerard Arpey called 
that “the most worrisome threat we see.” 

AMR shares fell 38 cents, or 4.6 percent, to $7.91 in afternoon 
trading. 

Texas-based AMR lost $471 million for all of 2010. When the 
major U.S. airlines finish reporting results next week, AMR is 
expected to be the only one to show a loss for the full year. 
There are several reasons why AMR lags competitors. It faces 
tougher government restrictions on international service, trails 
Delta and United in the important trans-Paciflc market, faces 
higher labor and pension costs, and operates older planes. 
Arpey’s plan to turn things around includes boosting traffic over 
the Pacific and Atlantic in deals with partners British Airways 
and Japan Airlines. American finally won antitrust immunity 
for those business ventures. In the U.S., he focused intently 
on five big cities including New York and Los Angeles while 
downplaying others. 

Both moves are aimed at attracting business travelers, who 
typically pay higher fares than leisure passengers.Q 
























































I come from a family with a 
rich history of mental health 
struggles. Some have very 
serious psychiatric disorders 
not discovered until adulthood 
due to lapses in the health 
care system.

This was true with my struggle 
with anorexia nervosa and 
obsessive compulsive disorder. 
My story began when I was a 
preteen, although I showed 
symptoms of OCD even 
younger than that. I was in and 
out of clinics and hospitals and 
treated for everything, from 
gastrointestinal problems 
to immune disorders. My 
condition was not diagnosed

until serious medical problems 
arrived and when I became 
pregnant with my first child. I 
finally admitted I needed help 
because I feared for the life of 
my unborn baby.No medicines 
treat anorexia, but after my 
diagnosis, I was prescribed 
antidepressants for anxiety 
and depression for the first six 
to eight weeks and put through 
strenuous counseling and 
behavior therapy. I realized I 
needed help. At first, without 
the medication, I was not very 
cooperative in the treatment 
process. The first couple of 
medications were not helpful, 
but I did successfully take 
Zoloft. For the first two weeks, 
counseling and behavior 
therapy was in-patient. Some 
patients spend months in the 
hospital ward before they are 
“upgraded” to out-patient 
status. It all depends on your 
willingness to work with the 
team trying to help you. 
Recovering from anorexia 
and OCD require a change 
in your thinking patterns and 
how you face life. It requires 
reprogramming the brain and 
learning new ways of dealing 


with stress and anxiety. Even 
patients who are considered 
“recovered” will face 
challenges down the road. 
Difficult pregnancies and a 
‘messed-up place’ 

My pregnancies were very 
hard. I have four children. 
With each pregnancy, there 
were new struggles. While 
some think anorexia is about 
weight, it’s actually very 
much about control. Each time 
I was pregnant, I did not have 
complete control over what 
my body would look or feel 
like. Many changes were out 
of my control, and this caused 
stress and anxiety and led me 
to want to turn back to my old 
ways. Females with anorexia 
often stop having their periods 
(which I did at my lowest 
weights) and they often get 
stuck in a boyish body shape. 
Pregnancy hormones cause 
weight gain, breast size 
increase and tenderness, wider 
hips and a more “shapely” 
body that can be very 
overwhelming to an anorexic. 
I knew I needed to embrace 
these changes and that trying 
to fight it would be unhealthy 


to my unborn child. But I 
hated looking in the mirror. 
I felt like my body was not 
mine anymore and that the 
baby was “taking over” in a 
sense. 

My health insurance only 
covered problems directly 
related to my pregnancy, 
which presented new 
problems as well. I talked to 
my OB about my feelings and 
my past health problems, and 
the doctor referred me to a 
therapist who said I was fine. 
Some days I felt anything but 
fine. I was ashamed to admit 
I resented the baby for taking 
over my body the way it was. 
I was torn between loving the 
newly forming life inside of 
me and hating it for taking 
away my control. 

I was in a messed-up place, 
and there was no one around 
to help me. Even when I asked 
for the help, I was told it was 
normal to feel “emotional” 
during pregnancy. Never 
was I given the opportunity 
to speak to anyone qualified 
in pregnancy of anorexics 
or former eating disorder 
patients. □ 


1 in 5 Cancer Survivors Suffers 
Chronic Pain, Study Finds 


More than 40 percent of cancer 
survivors experience pain, and 
the risk is highest among black 
and female patients, finds a 
new study. 

Researchers at the University 
of Michigan Health System 
surveyed nearly 200 U.S. 
cancer survivors and found that 
43 percent had experienced 
pain since their diagnosis, and 
20 percent suffered chronic 
cancer-related pain at least 
two years later. 

Among white patients, the 
most significant source of 
pain was cancer surgery (53.8 


percent), and among black 
patients the greatest source 
of pain was cancer treatment 
(46.2 percent), according to 
the report. In addition, the 
study found that compared to 
men, women had more pain, 
more pain flare-ups, more 
disability due to pain and were 
more depressed because of 
pain. The authors also noted 
that black patients were more 
likely to report greater severity 
of pain and more pain-related 
disability, and also expressed 
more concern about harmful 
pain treatment side effects. 


The study was released online 
in advance of publication in 
an upcoming print issue of the 
journal Cancer. 

“All in all, the high prevalence 
of cancer and pain and now 
chronic cancer pain among 
these survivors, especially 
blacks and women, shows 
there’s more work to be done in 
improving the quality of care 
and research,” lead author and 
pain medicine specialist Dr. 
Carmen R. Green, a professor 
of anesthesiology, obstetrics 
and gynecology and health 
management and policy at the 



University of Michigan, said 
in a university news release. 
Poor pain management may 
be the result of patient and 
physician attitudes and lack 
of knowledge, the researchers 
suggested. For example, 
patients and doctors may 
minimize pain complaints 
because they’re worried about 


the pain medication side 
effects, such as addiction, or 
fear that pain is a sign that the 
cancer has gotten worse. 
“When necessary and 
appropriate there are a variety 
of therapies available to 
address pain and improve 
[patients’] well-being,” Green 
said.Q

reach a warming level of 2.4 
degrees Celsius. 

“Even if we assume the higher 
end of the current warming 
rate, we should only be 0.2C 
warmer by 2020 than today,” 
Mandia wrote. 

“To get to +2.4C the 
current trend would have to 
immediately increase almost 
ten-fold.” 

Mandia described the mishap 
as an “honest and common 
mistake,” but said the matter 
would certainly give fuel to 
skeptics of humans’ role in 
climate change. 

“More alarmism,” said 
Mandia. “Don’t get me 
wrong. We are headed to 2.4, 
it is just not going to happen 
in 2020.” 

Many people do not 
understand the cumulative 
effect of carbon emissions 
and how they impact climate 
change, Mandia said. 

“This is something that 
people don’t appreciate. We 
tied a record in 2010 (for 
temperature records) globally. 
That is primarily from the 
C02 we put in the atmosphere 
in the 70s and early 80s, and 
we have been ramping up 
since then,” he said.Q 



Old dog, newtricks:Study 
IDs 9,400-year-old mutt 


PORTFAND, Maine -Nearly 10,000 years ago, man’s best 
friend provided protection and companionship and an occasional 
meal. 

That’s what researchers are saying after finding a bone fragment 
from what they are calling the earliest confirmed domesticated 
dog in the Americas. 

University of Maine graduate student Samuel Belknap III 
came across the fragment while analyzing a dried-out sample 
of human waste unearthed in southwest Texas in the 1970s. A 
carbon-dating test put the age of the bone at 9,400 years, and a 
DNA analysis confirmed it came from a dog not a wolf, coyote 
or fox, Belknap said. 

Because it was found deep inside a pile of human excrement 
and was the characteristic orange-brown color that bone turns 
when it has passed through the digestive tract, the fragment 
provides the earliest direct evidence that dogs besides being 
used for company, security and hunting were eaten by humans 
and may even have been bred as a food source, he said. 

Belknap wasn’t researching dogs when he found the bone. 
Rather, he was looking into the diet and nutrition of the people 
who lived in the Fower Pecos region of Texas between 1,000 
and 10,000 years ago. 

“It just so happens this person who lived 9,400 years ago was 
eating dog,” Belknap said. 

Belknap and other researchers from the University of Maine 
and the University of Oklahoma’s molecular anthropology 
laboratories, where the DNA analysis was done, have written a 
paper on their findings. 

The paper has been scientifically reviewed and accepted, 
pending revisions, for publication in the American Journal 
of Physical Anthropology later this year, said editor in chief 
Christopher Ruff.

- Al menos 207 personas aun 
estan desaparecidas despues 
de los peores deslaves sufridos 
por Brasil en decadas, dijeron 
el miercoles autoridades, 
mientras que la cifra de 
fallecidos en la pintoresca 
region montanosa llega a 727. 
La lista de desaparecidos 
entregada por la oficina
